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War Council Powers Transferred
To Governor; New Disaster Set-up

Appointment of members of
the new State: Disaster Council
which replaced the State War
Council Sept. 15 has been an-
nounced by Gov. Earl Warren.
The new legislation transfers
the powers of the War Council
to the Governor, and establishes
the Disaster Council as advisory
to him.

Under the new law, cities and
counties are authorized to ex-

- tend-“mutual-aid” for fire_and

police protection. In cases of
“extreme emergency,” the Gov-
ernor may take over the di-
rection of any State govermen-
tal agency’ to cope with flood,
fire, earthquake, pestilence, sab-
otage or riot. Labor controver-
sles are specifically excluded by
the act.
Pre-war laws confined fire de-
ents and law enforcement
officers to their local jurisdic-
tions, Governor Warren pointed
out. The State Disaster plan, he
said, “makes possible the inte-
gration: of the activities of all
agencies concerned with the pro-
tection of life and property,
making peacetime use of a war-

~ We have just seen the close
of the most destructive war in
history—a war which might not
have been fought if the people
living in the aggressor world
had known the facts. If they
had had means of learning the
truth about their own leaders
and their neighbor countries in-
stead of hearing only the mis-
leading propaganda handed out
to them by “authorized” repre-
sentatives of their governments,
there might not have been a
war.

The United Nations’ Confer-
ence in San Francisco was the
first meeting of this type open
to the press and radio. Nothing
of importance that developed
there was withheld from the
public. Consequently public re-
action over the world was more
satisfactory than in the case
of any previous conference of
comparable size and purpose,
and the chances of a real peace
were inoreased - accordingly, as
evidenced by the promptness of
ensuing ratification procedures.
There is no longer need of
withholding from the people the
truth about public affairs—
not even for military reasons.
A world-wide policy of freedom
in news gathering and dissemi.
nation will go far toward as-
suring lasting world peace. It
is the opportunity and obliga-
tion of the free press in this
land of greatest freedom,to de-
mand insistently that such a
world-wide policy be adopted.
